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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) An interview was held with applicant's 
representative Maryam Ipakchi on 10/7/05, the day after the current response of 10/6/05 was submitted. Although this response is not 
subject to the requirements of the interview summary of 10/7/05, applicant is reminded that any further responses are subject to the 
requirements of the interview summary and must be fully reesponsive to the interview of 10/7/05. (2) Applicant argues that Takada does 
not disclose information associated with each image provider. However, Takada discloses image information that inherently must derive 
from at least one provider, and may derive from plural providers. The history information for this image information is outlined in FIGS. 
9-10 Takada. (3) Applicant argues that neither Takada nor Ohsawa disclose the recorder device. Examiner never asserted that the 
recorder was taught by Ohsawa. This feature was twice stated (in both 102 and 103 rejections in final office action) as taught by Takada 
in FIGS. 9-10. (4) Applicant argues that in Ohsawa, no images are proposed to a user. However, in Ohsawa, the displaying of the 
images to the user at 100 or 101 is the action of proposing the images to the user, as stated in the final office action. 
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
